Objection is made to the specification and Claims 4 - 6 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 
The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in 
such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the 
inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Per claim 3, the application fails to describe both a "phase of washing" and a 
"phase of . . .unclogging." Even if one were to accept the proposition that the cryptic 
recitation "washing and declogging phases" at page 3 lines 12-13 constitutes a 
"description" of such distinct phases (plural), such recitation does not satisfy the statute 
because the recitation fails to provide an adequate and clear description of an 
"unclogging" phase that is presumably separate and distinct from a "washing" phase. 
The examiner alleges that the skilled artisan would infer that there is but a single 
washing phase during which freeing the fixed culture of accumulated excess solids is at 
least partially accomplished. Hence, the skilled artisan would construe such a single 
phase as a washing/declogging phase rather than both a washing phase and an 
unclogging phase. 

Applicant argues the invention distinguishes over the applied prior art in that the 
invention sends washing water to a solid/liquid separator. This argument is 
unpersuasive because the claims do not recite a solid/liquid separator. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
